Mp god friend / ſaied ſhe) the 
molt pꝛecious ie well J can giue vnto vou, is iny heart p ſhal ac⸗ 
companp pours, to the end, that being vnited together, they may

nat foꝛ to defend the honour ofa Gentle woman, but the gloꝛious 
faith of Chꝛiff. If therkoze it be ſo, ſtrength pꝛocerdeth from him, 
be pon the wel aſſured, p he wil impart ſo much to you as pou ſhal 
want. Madame (ſaid Talanque) at other times we haue benat the 
like feat, from.whence we Sane returned to the great expence of 
thoſe z b called us thither:as(if it be Gods wil) we hope this day to 
do p like. Wherwith taking their leaues of her, they went to find 
their hoꝛſes, and be ing mounted, the emperoꝛ with great number

their ſide, Souldan(ſatd Norandel) w deſire no other fudge then 


into fight, he called Norandel c his companions,t ſaid vnto them: 
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T be fift booke of Amadis de Faule. 
Then he that is onhozſeback ſhall alight, and ſhall fight if out by 
dint of fwozd with him that befoꝛe was onerth2own. Becaule it 
chanceth oftentimes, that the beſt knights that are fall into ſuch 
inconuenience, only by the fault and means of bad hozfes, which 
cauſe them diuers times either to faile in ſtriking ol their enemy, 
oz els not to run their right courſe: Which cannot bee extuſed in 
thoſe that are on ft, to whome it is permitted to ſuctour each o⸗ 
ther ikneed require, Truly(lald Norandel) that tuſtome is wel o2- 
dained, and J and mp companions will obſerue the ſame, Whers 
With the ſoudan went ont of the liſts, cauſing his Heralds to pꝛo⸗ 
claim the fight: With that a Pagan ſtepped fozth againſt Noran- 
del, that refuſed him not: but couering himlelfe with his (Gteld, 
they met lo fiercelp,that their ſpears were bzoke to their w2eſts, 
meeting body to body with ſo great ſtrength, that the Pagan fell 
oner his hoꝛſe taile, lying flat vpon the ground: but Norandel had 
ns hurt, onely that his hoꝛſes ſhoulder was thznff out of toint,fo 
that he lighted ol, ſtaying til the reſt had runne the ir courſe, as be 
had pꝛomiſed. Then 93 du Val Craintif ran againſt one of 
the other, and they charged each other in ſach ſoꝛt, that their feet 
failing in their ſtirrops, they were both caſt out ol their ſaddles. 
Then Talanque ran againſt the third Pagan, to whome foꝛtune 
was moze fauourable then to any ok the reſt: foꝛ they ran ſo wel, 
tyat neither ol them once ſtarted aſide,o2 moued in their ſaddles, 
aͤnd pet bꝛake their ſpeares in many peces. The like chanced to 
Manely and Ambar, but not to Brauor the ſon of Balan, foz hee hit 
bim that ran againſt him right in the bzeaſt, and thꝛew him from 
his hoꝛſe. And p2elently there with lmoſitiof Burgund y had ſo 
great a ſtroke with a launce, that his eies ſtarted in his head, and 
was therewith ſo much aſtoniſhed, that his hozſe bare him to the 
ſide of the barriers, where he feli downe flat. Elian le delibere, and 
hee that ran againſt him, were conſtrained ts holde by their hoꝛ⸗ 
ſes maines. Liſtoran of the ſiluer bꝛidge miſed his ſtroke, and his 
encmy like wiſe:the like happened to Trion, and the laſt that ran 
with him. That done, all they that were on hoꝛſebacke, lighted

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maintaining themſelues ſo bzavelp one againſt 5 other, that 
the ſtrongeſt of them was ſo wearie and out of bzeath, that thep 
were conſtrained to reſt. And as Norandel leaned vpõ his ſwoꝛd 
which he reſted on the ground, the bꝛacelet that Mor eſſe gaue 
him fell downward vpon his arme, which put him in ſo god re- 
membꝛaunce of her, that cleane fozgetting all the trauatle h& 
he had taken befoze, 'be ſpake ſo lond that every man might bear, 
aͤnd ſaid: By Gad, ſir Bnight,this reffdoth not belceme vs: mas 
ny men will krom hencefozth be in doubt of the great gloꝛp that 
now we meane to win. Wherefoze let enery man ſhewe fo2th 
what he can doe, and let no man ſpare, Wherewith taking the 
. little pæce of his ſhield that reſted in his hand, and lif/tng vphis 
aͤrme, he gaue lo great a blow vnto his enemie, that he made him 
re&le there with: and doubling it, ſtrake him lo lurelp on the hel⸗ 
met, that with the blow the Turke was fo2ced to kneel? downe, 


and let his ſwoꝛd fall out of his hand: which Norandel ſeafed vp⸗ 


on being readie to ſtrike act his head, il he had not cried him mer⸗ 
tie:which Talanque and Manely perceiuing, employed their foz⸗ 
tes in ſuch manner, that it e eaſtly be iudged they would ſon 
_ vitatne the victoꝛie. As foz Brauor he had alreabie tricken his 
knight downe, wbereloꝛe heranne to helpe the reſt, and Noran- 

del like wiſe. With the which helpe it lone appeared, that they 
Which reſted pet to overcome mould not long reſiſt: foꝛ in hoꝛt 
_ ſpace they found themſelues in ſuch cxtremitie, that vnleſſe the 
Douloan of Liquie had defired the Chziſtian knights to ſtay a 
while, they has all died: but calling Norandel vnto him, be laid: 
I pꝛappou ( ſaid he) pꝛoced no further in this combat, and con- 
tent pour ſelues that J account mp knights fo: vanquithed, as in 
truth they are, and ſo hardip handled, that the fozce you ſhall from 
hencefo2th vic again om ſhall moze be holden foz a kinde of 
crueltie than any chiualrie. Neuertheles ik my requeſt map take 
no place with pou due as pouthinke god. Souldan (ſatd Noran- 
del) if thep acknowledge it at our hants and alke vs mercie, they 
Hall not faile to haue it: foʒ it was neuer our cuſtome to vſe foꝛce 
to ſuch as could not ind againii vs. Content pour ſelues (ſaide 
de) that 5 that am their 02d 70 the victozie, and 3 pꝛap 
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pon tberefoze ſhew mercte vnto them, wearing vnto you by mp 
crowne (if vou doe them ſo much god) that while J line, J will 
not be vamindfuil of the ſame. lith that the ten Chziſtian 
knightes went out ofthe fielde, and mounting on their hozſes, 
toke their wap vnts the citie, where the Emperour ſtaied fo: 
them, fo2 he had ſeene the (fue of the combat, and how they re⸗ 
turned victoꝛs: but he heard not what woꝛds had paſt betwerne 
them, till they being lighted off their hozſes, told him what was 
done, loꝛ the which bee pꝛaiſed God, eſtrming moꝛe ol them loꝛ 
their courteſie they had ſhe wen vnto the enemy, e

ICIS liffes,and Pꝛinces dwelling in Tartarta, 
e India, Arabia, and other countries in the 
Eat, againſt the Emperonr and his Em⸗ 
| LS7F2 pire of Conſtantinople, was ſpꝛead ſo far 
Se abzoad, that it was knowne to the puil⸗ 
PLOW ant Quene Calaſre reigning in Califo⸗ 
rine, a moſt kertile and plealant countrep, confining onthe head 
ok the riuer Boꝛiſtenes, hard by the lot ofthe Riffee mountains. 
This countrey whereof J ſpeake, was ſometimes peopled with 
goed knights and men ol all quarters, but the women vpon ma⸗ 
lice deuiled a meanes ta kill them all, eſtabliſhing a lawamong | 
themſelues, that from that time foꝛ wardes they would acknow⸗ 
ledge foꝛ Ladie and Anerne one ok their owne country women, 
gouerning themſelues as the Amazons vſed to doe. Whereby 
it was not lawfall foꝛ any of them ts vie the companie ofmen. 
abone once oꝛ twice a pœre, vpon the daies and times by them 
appointed, when they went aut ol their owne countrie and ved 
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their neighbours helpe, with whom God 1 if they found 
not meanes to make them pap the vſurie of the time loft, 15 ſuch 
ſoꝛt, that moſt of them returned home with child: bu tthe bꝛin⸗ 
ging vp of their childꝛen was far different, fo2 the maden chil⸗ 
dꝛen were kept aliue, burning their right paps, but not the men 
chtldzen, foz as ſone as they were hoꝛne they put them to death, 
dauing agreed not to ſuffer one aliue oꝛ els ſofe w, that they very 
eaſily. might ouertome them. Foz this cauſe often times they 
warred againſt the Tartarians boꝛdering on their country, put⸗ 
ting them to great trouble by diners and continuall inuaſtons, 
as well by les as by land. In their la wes and cuſtemes they ob⸗ 
ſerued lo great rigour, as that il any man (by caſualtie oz other- 
wiſe) fell into their hands, he pꝛaued foꝛ fod vnto a great num⸗ 
ber of griffous, nouriſhed among them when they were poung. 
being ſo tame and gentle, that neuer any hauke knewe better 
the Faulkoners lure, then thoſe gentle birds knew the voice ol 
her that oꝛdinarily fedde them. To come vnto the point, this 
guene of Califoꝛine being a woman ok great ſpirit, valiant, har 
die, young, faire, and of god behautour, hearing of the warres: 
vndertaken again the Chziſtians, was deſirous to. be there, 
not loꝛ any ill ſhe withed them, but onely foz to know them, and 
to ſe their countrey that bare ſo great renowme. And foz that 
cauſe che allembled great numbers ofthe pꝛincipall ladies of her 
cduntrey, ſhewing them what honour they might obtaine in 
that voiage: which may peraduenture be fuch (ſaid cher) that by: 


our fozce and great pzoweſſe wer map greatly augment our: ö 


Empire, being feared and redoubted of each man, and not con⸗ 
tinue alwaies bur iedamong theſe mountaines, as they in times 
paſt did, of whome at this 2 wenow polleſſe and enioye 
the place. The Nucne in this ſozt could ſo well perſuade 
them, that they being mwued with a marueilous deſire to goe 
with her, pzeſeutly pꝛepared their ſhippes, and ſet ſaile foꝛ 
Thꝛacia, with ſo god and pꝛoſperous a winde, that the tenth 
dap after the aſſaults of Conſtantinople, they arrined in the ar⸗ 
mie Ef rr ere * were * — s t alter 
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diners ſpeeches vſed by the Sonldan of Liquie,and other pzinces 
of the campe vnto the queene of Calikoꝛine, ſpecially touching 
their determination concerning that great enterpziſe, ſhe being 
ſoꝛrie they had done ſo little againſt the towne, deſired them that 
ſhe might once haue leane to try her koꝛtune againſt it, by means 
that ſhe would vle. And the better to tnduce them thereunto, ſhe 
told them He had fiftie griffons that would not kaile (being. let 
out ol their cages) to ſeaſe vpon the Chꝛiſtians without hurting 
ol her women, becanſe they knewe them and had been nouriſhed 
with them. And while they take their flight laid ſhe) J will giue 
ſuch an aſlault againſt the towne, that without doubt wee will 
enfozce the ſame: loꝛ ifthe Emperoꝛs ſouldiers appeare but to 
defend the wals, mp Griffons ſhall be readp fo carriethemclean 
away,as the Perlin doth the larke, But fo the end ſaid ſhe) your 
men receiue no hurt, let them abide within their tentes till they 
be ſhut into their tages. Uhen king Armato and the Souldan 
of Liquie heard the great zeale and affection ſhe ſhewed fo em⸗ 
ploy her foꝛces, as alſo the inuention that ſhe had, they all agr&d 
that the nert day after ſhe ſhould doe what liked her. Whereups. 
the lent pꝛeſently to her that-kept the griſtons, that he ſhould. 
giue them nothing koꝛ to eate of all that day, that whenthep 
meant fo vſe them at the aſſault, they might be gredier.;andfur-. 
 - . ther ſent woꝛde by ſound of dꝛumme, that all her companies 
ſhould be readie the next day early in the moꝛning, to giue aſ⸗ 
fault vnto the citie. Quene Calafre hauing in this maner pꝛoui⸗ 
ded foꝛ her enterpꝛile, at the time appointed all her women ar⸗ 
med acccoꝛding to their manner (the moſt part of them bearing 
bowes) ranne with great furte vnto the walles, and with their 
ladders began to mount vp: with that the alarme went about 
the citie, all men xunningto dekend the fame: and as they were 
ſome vponthe. walles and other places of defence, the Qucne 
made ſigne to let the Gtiſtons tale, which being hungrp and fly⸗ 
ing auer the to bone, ſeazedvpon ſurh as thep could findabzoad ; 
wherewith the Emperours fon diers were in ſo great feare, that 
matt part o them that fought, fozſmke the walles to hide tbem⸗ 
leines. Alas what pftie was it to ſee ſouldiers, citizens, knights, 
NT nn en ona and 
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and others, yea women and littie childzen; and all whatſoeuer 
thep could get into their clawes taken vp into the aire, and ſom⸗ 
times hauing taken them vp, they let thein fall vpon the ſkones, 
whereby they had a ſtrange and cruell death; furely il God had 
not kept the Cittie better than thofe that had the charge, it is 
moſt ſure it had bene taken at that time. But there bappvned a 
range caſe;fazas the Griffons helde their pꝛey, ayd that the 

Knights ol great Bꝛittaine with ſome ſmall number of others, 

reſiſted the allault made by ihe women, the Turkes (that had 
ben adnertifcd not fo come out of their tents while thep aſſailed 
the towne). maued with to gre&dy a deſire to ſacke the Citte 
which thep thought ſurely had ben taken, ra nne vnto the aſlault 
making luch a noiſe, that the Griffons (feeding on their pꝛeyes) 
left the bodies they had ſeazed vpon, and flying vp againe, ſealed 
on them that they ſawe come running to the towne, whereof in 
ſhoꝛt ſpace after they made ſo great a but cherie, that mo 2 than 
foure hundzed Turkes were pꝛeſently llaine by them: means 
time thole within the towneperceining that god foztune, did lo 
fiercely repulle the Califozniens, that their pꝛincipall women 
lay dead within the ditches: wherewith the Nucene.was koꝛckd 
to retire, knowing her enterpeile would not take effed as thee 
deſired it ſhould, not by reaſon ol her louldiers, bu iu that ther 


kept not in as they had pꝛomiſed. Wherewith Ge commanded 
to take the birdes againe, but the Falconers could not by any: 


meanes make them to come in, befoꝛe they had lla ine and deughs 7 
red aboue a thouſand Zurkes and others, whereof they onely 
ſuckttheblod. WMherewith king Amar andthe Sauldan at 
Liquie were fo. grieued, that ſrom thencefozth they began to 
ſhe w lo hard a countenance to the Nucne, that ſhe was in the 
minde to returne into her countrep; not offering from that 
time once to giue ſtroke with ſwoꝛd to their aduantage. Pet 
not long after the was appealed., and fought wich hing Ama- 
dis, as it ſhall bæ ſhewed you at large inthe end ol this: our füt 
Boke. And that wer map haue the better meanes toattaine 
thereto, wee will now returne againe vato the Chꝛiſtian 
Pamces, that allembled their powers and loxces to belpe the

tommaundement of king Amadis and Nurene Oriane, thanfoz: 
the pleaſure that heetwke in the womanthey hadcauſedhim to

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and to take with bim great quantitp of ſhips and men, furnithed 
foz the wars. Gandalin ſtayed not long with him, but while hes 
pꝛepared himſelfe. hee went into Scotland, Pozway,Sobzadiſfe, 
Denmarke and Sweathland, and did his Embaſſages fo well, 
that all the Kings and Pꝛinces to whome hee went, determined 
with all ſp#de to aid Eſplandian, in ſuch ſozt, that in ſhozt time al⸗ 
ter their hips were ready, and thoſe of S weathland, No2way, 
and Denmarke,come vnto the poꝛt of Buer, from whence ſet- 
ting ſaile, they coafted along Freſeland, Bolland, and 132aband, 
till they arriuedat Bulloigne, where king Perion hadpꝛepared 
great number of Ships, Hulkes, and other veſſels : which being 
farniſhed with men, viauals, and munition neceſlarpe fo2 te 
warres, hoiſed aile and put to ſea. And coaſt ing No2mandie, 
came folittle Bꝛittalgne, where they ankered in 1 Mathewes 
Hauen, where the kings, Luilatt and Amadis accompanied uk 
Grumedan and diuers other knights, were arriuedto re freſh tht⸗ 
ſelues:hauing paſſedthe Jũe of Sozlingue, the Jriſh men imbar⸗ 

ked themlelues at the cape Antiquan, and the Scots at cape Bal⸗ 
fo. And hauing ſailed the way that the Bꝛittons had paſt, ioined 
with the Meſter ne P2inces that went that votage, in ſuch ſozt, 
that within thꝛer dates after they ſet ſaile, © hauing a Nozthealt 
wind they dilcouered the coaſt of Spaine, paſling the Pozt of Fi- 
nis terre in compoſtelle : after that the cape ©, Vincent: & dꝛaw⸗ 
ing on the leſt ſide, they paſſed the ſtraights of Gibzaltar , e lea⸗- 
ning Barbary and Guinde on the right hand, ſailed toward Ta⸗ 
mar, Auſtoꝛa, and Lagarde, minding to leaue Maioꝛque £ Pinoz- 
que, to enter into ſtraights of Buſina and Ponaco,e fro thence 
to ſaile to the poꝛts of Sleſe and Coꝛſe, where they met with Flor 
reſtan king ol Sardaigne t his ſlct, but befoze they artued there; 
foztune dey ſo contrary vnto them, that certaine ot their Galli 
ons could not follow the ſhips, but tated behind to the number o 
eight, being ſo ſcattered, p they made account they had been lol. 
 Neuertheleſſe, the next day they arriued all at Bozt S. Luce, 
where withont longer ſtaping theppaſled koꝛ ward ts go to Regt, 
were the army ot the Emperozof Rome (comming from Oly) 
28 anker {taping foꝛ — oy" ther continued _ 
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the country of Poꝛea, comming tocape de-Paluaſte, where the 
winde fell ſomewhat'contrarie: but in the end the ſea. waxing 
talme, put fozward ta Cape Calon, and the Ille of Hegrepont! 
and entring into the Archipelago they dilcouered the ſide ofthe 
cape Athos, till they appꝛoched Galiopi, leauing the Jle of Te⸗ 
nedos, becauſe they would not be diſcouered bythe Turkes that 


Armato had ſet there to kœpe a paſſage foꝛ his vicuals to b 


b;ought vnto the armie: where they ſtated not long but they 


entred into the goulfe of Pꝛopontide, coaſting Thꝛace, till thep 
came vnto the Pozt of Salombze , which is not aboue thirtie 


miles fromthe citie of Conſtantinople, where they landed, that 
they might the better appꝛoch the Pagans campe: with that. 
thep agreed among them that king Childadan and Quedragant 


ſhippes, tbeir fit ſajled towards Conftantinople , hoping to ſet 
bpon Alphorax and bis armie by ſea. befoze they ſhould perceiue 
them. But it fell out otherwiſe, foꝛ the Turkes that had ſpies in 


All places, diſcouered them, not ſuffering Alphorax to fight, de» 


ſring him moſt earneſtly onely to kæpe the entrie ol the ſtraits 
to take all meanes from the towne to be vicualled on that ſide, 
Which king Childadan and Quedragant vnderſtanding, would 


not bazzard themſelues, butankered within halfe a mple of the 
enemie, ſtaying fo; king Luiſart, the Emperour of Rome, and 


thoje that marched by land, meane time gſaing diners.ſkirmi- 
Hes to the enemie with their Pinnaces, but Alphorax. fo2. all 
that wouldnetleane bis bole, lying as clale as poſſiblphe could: 
on the other ſiee Armato and his company being aduertiſed ofthe
